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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner has already responded to arguments of 
a "means for notifying a registered user of the printing apparatus of information on authority of the registered user to use the printing 
apparatus to execute any print job prior to the transmission 

of the request to execute the specific print job to be printed by the printing apparatus". If a user is asking for permission to use a printer, 
then permission for "any print job" is satisfied with the print permission request/query. The security validation portion 22b determines 
whether the user ID input is registered, if so, authority to use the printer is authorized. In the claim, Applicant transfers "information" that 
includes the specific print job, Applicant then follows that clause with notifying a registered user of "information" on authority to use a 
printer. Since said "information" is returned from the notification means, Examiner does not understand how the validation section has no 
knowledge of information that includes the print job request. The user of Takimoto '092 does not have to make a print request to receive 
notification authority, the request can be simply to read or modify usage data.. 
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
